GREAT BRITAIN’S DECLINE, 


There was a large aitendancé at the Royal 
United Service Instituion_on. December 6th to 
hear, a lecture by Lisntenant Carlyon Bollairs, 
M.P, on “The Standard of Naval Strength, ” 
The chair was takon by Admiral Sir K, H. 
Herris, and among thos» presont were Admiral 
tho Hon. Sir E.R. Fremantle, Admiral Sir C, 
Campbell, Admiral Sir C. A. Bridge, Admiral 
Bir N. Bowdon-Smith, Sir W. White, ant 
Captain R. Berkoloy. 

‘ir R. Harris having briefly introduced tho 
Jeotarer, ‘ 
Lieutenant Carlyon Bollairs, in oponing bis 
paper, quoted various political leaders to tho 
effect (hut the Navy ia outside party politics, 
vad then reminded bia andisnee that his last 
paper, in 19:4, condemned the expenditure of 
previous years. The danger now was that wo 
sppeared 16 be swinging to the otber extreme. 
Our’ people lacked historic senge, which should, 
as in Germany, bo cnitivated in the sohcols, 
80 08.16 avoid resotions from one extremo to 
another, for whon tho danger forescen by a fow 
was visable to all wo had a wastofal panic.
